Our Troops In The Advance. 


WASHINGTON, August 7. — The impor- 


tant announcement received today by 
the war department that 
American 


troops were in the fighting at Peitsang 
has established the fact positively, for 
the first time, that notwithstanding the 
difficulties which met General Chaffee 
in the disembarking of troops and land- 
ing of supplies, a part of our troops, 
and a considerable part, is in ihe van- 
guard of the movement upon Pekin. 
General Chaffee'e despatch to the war 
department furnishes the satisfactory 
evidence that the commanders of the 
allied forces have agreed upon a con 
certed plan of action, and that it is be- 
ing followed. 
General Chaffee's an- 


nouncement that Yan-Tsnn ia tho pres- 
ent objective of the allies is interpreted 
by the department officials as meaning 
that this place, on river, railroad and 
wagon road, is to ba used as an ad- 
vanced base for the movement npon 
Pekin. It is exceedingly significant 
that General Ohaffee does not mention 
the Germans at all. It is not believed 
at the department that this was from 
any oversight on his part, if it had 
been arranged that the Germans were to 
participate in the advance, but it is 
thought likely that they are not en- 
gaged with the other allies, and may be 
acting independently.

(WHAT CONFUCIUS DID 


HE TAUGHT MORALS RATHER THAN A 


PARTICULAR RELIGION. 


How He United the Wan-In* Prlneipalltiel 


of China—Jealousy tVa» the Cause oi 
His Downthll—Died In Poverty, but,Hli 
Philosophy Is Accepted by Millions. 


The real name of Confucius was Rung- 


lu-tse. According to some authorities he 
lived five centuries and a half and ac- 
cording to others four centuries and a 
hulf before the Christian era. The place ol 
bis birth is now generally stated to have 
been the state of Loo, a little to the east- 
ward of the great canal In Shantung prov- 
ince, where hew as educated and where he 
married. His object in acquiring knowl- 
edge was to turn it practically to the pur- 
poses of good government, and he accord- 
ingly devoted himself exclusively to moral 
nnd political science. He afterward, dl 
vorced his wife, in order, as the Jesuits 
Kay, that he might bettor attend to his 
studies. When he thought himsolf suffi 
ciently qualified to instruct the barbarous 
age in which he lived, he quit his soli- 
tude for the courts of princes. China was 
not then united under one emperor. 
This 


union did not tako placo until two oi 
three centuries after the philosopher's 
death. 
But when Confucius began his 


mission there seem to have been as many 
independent kings in China as there wer<j 
in England under the Saxon heptarchy. 
He journeyed through these various states 
in a condition of simplicity and poverty, 
devoting himself to the instruction of al! 
ranks in Ms precepts of virtue and social 
order. His adherents gradually increased 
and ho at length reckoned as many as 
13,000 disciples, of whom 73 were more par- 
ticularly distinguished by their devotion 
to their master, and 10 were FO vvol 
grounded in all sorts of knowledge that 
they were called byway of excellence "the 
ten wise men." 


In his visits to the different princes Con 


f ucius endeavored to prevail upon them to 
establish a wist, and peaceful administra 
tion. After many wanderings and disap 
pointments he biicaiuo prime 
minister 


with a recognized authority to carry hi 
theories into practice in Loo, his native 
country. At this timo he was 55 years old 
In three years ho is said to have effected 
.- 


1 borough change in the moral condition o 
the kingdom. The happiness and prosper! 
ty created by the philosophic prime minis 
ter excited the jealousy of the neighboring 
kings. The sovereign of Loo was soon in 
duced to abandon his benefactor, and Con 
fuclus was obliged to flee to the northern 
parts of China. 
Ho was subsequently re 


pulsed at three, different courts to whicl 
lie applied for office in order that he migh 
render the people happy, and, after KIIS 
taining many other sorrows, he withdrov 
to the kingdom of Chin, where ho lived in 
great poverty. His doctrines, however, hiu 
taken root, and it was at this timo of ad 
vorsity that his disciples were most nmner 
ous. He wont again to Loo, his nativ 
country, but vainly solicited to bo re-cm 
ployed in tho government. At length, ful 
of years, if not of honors, ho retired fron 
tho world, in company with a few of hi 
closest, disciples, to write or complete thos 
works which became the sacred books o 
the Chinese, and which have survhf'd 2 
centuries. Ho died in his seventy-thirc 
year. 


"It wag tho great object of Confucius t 


regulate tho manners of the people. 
II 


thought outward decorum the true em 
blom of excellence in heart. Ho ther 
fore digested all tho various ceremonies 
into one general code of rites, which was 
called Le-kc, or Ly-ldng, etc. In this work 
every ritual in all tho relations of human 
life is strictly regulated, so that a trnc 
Chinaman is a perfect automaton, put in 
motion by tho regulations of the Ly-king. 
Some of tho rites are most excellent. 
The 


duties toward parents, the respect duo to 
superiors, the decorum in the behavior oi 
common life, etc., speak highly in favor ot 
Confucius, but his substituting ceremony 
for simplicity and true politeness is unpar- 
donable. 
The Ly-king contains many ex- 


cellent maxims and inculcates morality, 
but it has come to us in a mutilated state 
with many interpolations," says Gutalaff 
in his "Sketch of Chinese History, Ancient 
and Modern." 


In the writings of Confucius the duties 


of husbands toward their wives were 
slightly dwelt upon. On tho other hand, 
the duties and implicit submission of chil- 
dren to their parents were extended to tho 
utmost and most rigidly inculcated. Upon 
this wide principle of filial obedience the 
whole of his system, moral and political, 
is founded. 
Confucius was a teacher of 


morals, but not the founder of a religion. 
His doctrines constitute rather a system of 
philosophy in the department of morale 
and politics than any particular religious 
faith. 


Tho moral doctrines of Confucius in- 


clude that capital one which, however 
neglected in practice, has obtained the 
universal assent of mankind—he taught 
his disciples "to treat others according to 
tho treatment which they 
themselves 


would desire at their hands." In his doc-

ing letters without due authority. The 
officials had to back down, however. Sinca 
then the company has prospered and has in 
its employ, all told, about 800 persons. 


The company takes better caw of ita 


boys than those here do. Not only are thoii 
clothes provided free, but they have club- 
rooms, with library, gymnasium and a 
dining hall, where meals are provided at 
cost. 


The boys have an excellent reputation 


as a class'and are trusted. Checks ranging ^

strument of which it; may bo said that it 
is dif.tir.ctly national. The violin, tho 
ihite, 1 he horn and other instruments arc 
common to many nations, but the bagpipe 
is peculiar to Scotland, and although it 
does not, now occupy tho position it once 
did it is found in no other country. 


In the dajR whon tho notorious Bob 


Roy committed his depredations, when tho 
Yich Ian Volirs lived securely in their 
highland fastnesses and kept, up their dig- 
nified social position—in tho stirring times 
of which Sir Walter Scott him told us—tho 
Ingpipo player was ono of tho important 
personages in tho chieftain's retinuo, and 
these may be considered as the palmy days 
of the instrument.

as tho highlands its phrill note, wns tho 
llrst sound that loll on tho ears of infancy;

MUSIC AND THE HAIR'. 


Fecal Ur Effect of Vibration* on tbe Head 


Covering. 


In a zccent scientific assemblage a dis- 


cussion took place upon the Influence of 
sleep in skin diseases. One of the gentle- 
men who took part stated In his criticism 
of the paper which had been read that one 
night us well talk of .the Influence of mu- 
sic upon tho growth of tho hair. It would 
su'in that the suggcstioii of a possible con- 
nection thus thrown out in a jesting way 
has been taken seriously. At least a cor- 
respondent of Le Temps has made the 
ilifwnery that music of certain kinds does 
in r«Uity prevent the hair from falling, 
while that produced by certain instruments 
has llm most disastrous effects in causing 
rapid development of baldness. He finds 
that while composers are as prone as oth- 
ers to lose their hair at an early ago, those 
who play their compositions upon the 
[>ijino preserve, if they do not acquire, a 
luxuriant growth of hair. On the other 
mml, wind instruments, and especially 
the cornet and trombone, are fatal to hir- 
sute adornment. Tho violoncello and tho 


rp keep the hair in pretty well, but the 


lute cannot be depended upon to preserve 
a strong growth after the fiftieth year of 
age. 


A number of pianists, including Pade- 


rewski, are cited in confirmation of the 
^renounced influence of piano music. 
It 


s been admitted for some time that 


music has a certain therapeutic worth, -and 
t will be recalled that Dr. Ferrand pre- 
sented a report to the French Academy on 
/ho physiological influence of music, point- 
ng out in what ways it could be employed 
with therapeutic aims. Subsequently Dr. 
Betzchinsky reported an instance of night 
«rrors in a child of 8 years, who was cured 
by having played to it each night music ot 
a calming nature written in a minor key. 
A test was made after ti few nights by 
omitting the music, and that night alono 
the child had an attack. It has not as yet 
seen determined just what key is most 
avorable to tho prevention of an early bald 
state. Probably a reasonable way of set- 
tling the disputed point would be to mako 
a few experiments on dogs, thus proving a 
;olcranco for different strains and avoiding 
;he horripilation to which some patients of 
refined tastes might be subjected. Wind 
nstrumt-nts are ulways dangerous if the 
iair has not a good hold, while stiff haired 
K>ople can stand anything. Possibly a 
;ood rule for any musician would bo, as 
soon us he finds his hair falling, to ceaeo 
playing for others.—Medical Record.

While there is little doubt that wltti 


proper development of its agricultural mid 
paHtoral resources South Afrina could br 
mude practically self supporting, the suc- 
cessful development of these industries de- 
pends nevertheless upon the creation ol 
local markets through the stimulus given 
l>y milling operations. 


With tho exception of mining of pold, 


diamonds und coal there have been no con- 
siderable exploitations of its mincnvl re- 
sources. Coal fortunately exists in many 
parts of tho country, and it has been esti- 
mated thut the known conlflelds represent 
un area, of 50,000 square miles, which la 
equal In extent to tho state of Iowa. Them 
exist in some parts of the country large 
deposits of iron contiguous to the coal- 
fields. But as jet tho economic conditions 
have not favored the development of that 
industry. Lend, silver, cinnabar, tin and 
othir metals are also found In many parts 
of the country, but have not been remuner- 
atively worked. Among the mining coun- 
tries of South Africa, tho Transvaal is facila i 
prir.ce.ps, and is in all probability destined | 
V> maintain its paramount position, 
iliough, as is well known, South Africa ii 
"a country of surprises," and it is possi- 
ble, of course, though not probable, that 
within its great extent other eqvially im-: 
portant districts may be discovered.—John 
Hays Hammond in North American Bo- 
view.

STORY TOLD BY MB, DIFrEUDOEIEE 


The Preliminary SklrmlBb That Led

on Board. 
San Francisco, Aug. 7.—The transport 


Logan, from Taku via Japan, has just 
reached her dock here. There were men, 
women and children on the vessel direct 
from Tien-tsin, who had escaped from 
the mobs of Boxers and the imperial 
Chinese troops. Nearly all of the pas- 
sengers in the cabin had felt the de- 
pressing effects of a siege and were 
more than glad to get back to civilization. 
Among them were Dr. Diffendorfer and 
Mr. O. Mclntosb, who were in the mill 
at Tien-tsin where the Chinese were held 
at bay before the first relief 
caiue 


through.

"When I was running a college weekly In

She conveyed the 
Kinth from Manila to Taku, together 
*'ith a detachment of the signal and hos- 
pital corps. 


Dr. 11. E. Diffendorfer of Phila<leliihia, 


the builder and manager of the first 
Woolen mill established in the Chine-.e 
empire and a personal friend of Poo 
Tong, a brother of the former Chine-e 
tfmperor, tells the following story ol the 
attack on Tien-tsiu: 


"On the morning of July 17 tho first 


^flash between the foreigners nnd the em- 
pire's soldiers occurred. 
On the afler- 


£0011 of the same day the bombardment 


'~*f the Taku forts began. 


"Captain Bailey of the Brilish ship 


Orluudu was commander of the allied 
force at Tien-tsin on July 17. as Captain 
JJtleCalla was away with Seymour at the 
vime. About 11 o'clock in the- forenoon 
&o saw smoke rising from the railroad 
track ;J>out four miles dUlaut from the 
fity, 
<ft d, suspecting that the Boxers 


pad fired another bridge, Captain Bailey 
jrdered SO of his bluejackets, commanded 
by a midshipman, to investigate. 
We 


bad a " i'ich gun, aud the men were fully 
armed. 


"When our Hat car bad traveled about 


three miles, we found a bridge the tim- 
bers of which had been binned away 
from the ixon girders, and eonsideriiii; it 
fli'safe tii cross our commander ordeied 
his men to return to the city. 
AVe had 


fone about 300 yards on the back trip 
fVhen we saw a lot of Chinese soldiers, 
tfbout 130, crossing the track at a point a 
wile ahead of us. 


Marines Attack Boxers. 


"They wjrc walking very rapidly, and 


»s we approached them all doubts as to 
their being imperial troops disappeared. 
They did not wear the red turban and 
aash that distinguished the Boxeis, ami 
fcs soon as we got within about ISIKJ yards 
«Jf them they scattered and got behind 
jrave mounds, with 'vhich the surface of 
the country was thickly studded, 
lie- 


garding this action as suspicious, our 
midshipman gave the order to lire a vol- 
ley, and they quickly aud vigorously re- 
turned the s^Jute. 
Our tieldpiece was 


niinus a sight, and most of its shots pass- 
ed over the enemy, so that after ten 
minutes of hot fighting we resumed our 
retreat, the Chinese firing at us as long 
as we were within range. 
There were 


no casualties on our side. 


"If it had not been for the action of 


our party that morning the bombardment 
of Tien-tsin might not have commenced 
that afternoon—in other words, I am in- 
clined to believe that our attack on the 
Chinese troops precipitated this bom- 
bardment of the city. And for that rea- 
son the skirmish may attain some im- 
portance when final settlements are be- 
ing made." 


Mr. Diffendorfer believes that the trou- 


ble in China will last a couple of years. 


"It will be a repetition of the Taiping 


rebellion," he said. 
''When the allies 


have captured Peking, the Boxers will 
be broken into bands of marauders."

A IJttlc City That Is Up to Date In AH 


Important Respects Except One—You 
Aie Uvllghtcd With tlie Water, but Are 
Surprised When You Look It Up. 


Half way up the gulf of California, on 


tho southwestern cou^t of Mexico, is Ibo 
little (import of Guaynins. 
Of luto years 


G nay mas has graven apace commercially, 
and her Mexican and Indian citizens, 
spurred onward and assisted by the Influx 
of Yankee and English merchants, have a 
great many modern improvements, and as 
Boon as you' land the people begin to tulle 
to you about tho wonderful advantages of 
Guuymas cither as a residence or busincFS 
location. With pride they show you their 
Btrcet lights, their horse cars and several 
other more or less modern improvements. 
But no one ever has a word to say about 
the waterworks or the water system. Yet 
you notice with satisfaction that the water 
they give you to drink is clear as crystal, 
sofu and very pleasing to the cyo and tasto 
alike. Of course you do not expect to find 
running water in each room in a Mexican 
city of only 5,000 inhabitants, and you arc 
not greatly surprised to have the water 
poured out for you from big leathern bugs 
or earthen jars, for that is the way of 
things in Mexico, and a very good way 
with respect to drinking water. 


But after you have visited tho new plazn 


and seen all the sights that the town af- 
fords you may have a curiosity to know 
something about the water system. 
If 


such a curiosity should possess you it may 
seem strange how the natives avoid con- 
versation on the topic. They do not oven 
care to talk tibout tho good quality of tho 
water, and this scorns passing strange to 
the newcomer, beca,use even towns that 
lack good drinking water never fail to 
blow about the quality and quantity of 
whatever drinking fluid they do happen to 
have. But here in Guaynms tlie subjivt 
of drinking •water, ut least in business and 
commercial circles, is strictly tabooed. 


Now, 
if you are a thoughtful person, all 


this will strike you as remarkably singu- 
lar, and some fine day, after enjoying a ] 
glass of this most excellent water, you will 
start off on u tour of investigation for 
yourself, bent upon discounting the soim-o 
of Quay mas' water supply. About a mile 
cast of the city, if you have good luek, you 
will strike a very ancient artesian well, 
surrounded toy a curious arcudic system of 
adobe walls, Humes, prehistoric windlasses, 
one mule and two Indians. These com- 
prise the waterworks of Guaym:i«. 
It is 


said by travelers that there is not such an- 
other antique water pumping station in 
North America. 
And it is not dillleull t<> 


believe this if wo add the qualifying words 
"in a civilized community of r>,0()0 inhab- 
itants." Surrounding t\\\<s artesian well, 
which Is said to tap a subterranean stream 
that flows as freely todny as in the days of 
Monte/.uma, is a, quadrangular stone, wall 
of about 4 feet in thickness. In the renter 
of the south and north walls are two piers 
or columns of stone which rise to the height 
of about 10 feet above the walls. Resting 
on the walls is u substantial roof or floor- 
ing of thatch, and in this there is a sir.ull 
opening immediately between the column-*. 
Resting on the columns over this opening j 
to the well is a most primitively construct- 
ed winillas.s. This is operated on the 
ground be-low by a big, crude fashiomd 
wooden wheel that is best described 1/y 
comparing it to a birdcage, and this cane 
like wheel in turn is operated by the plow 
and toilsome jmeandcrings of a very ancient 
and weary mule, that requires the coii.st/ant 
surveillance of an Indian driver in order 
to keep him wide awi.ke. Jurt. what, it is 
that keeps the Indian driver awake is an- 
other question. 


A long, untanned leather strap winds 


several times around the birdcage wheel 
and thru takes a diagonal cut up to the, 
end of the windlass. Attached to tbewiiuV-' 
la?a are two rude buckets, made something 
in the shape of barrels, which appear lad« n 
with as sweet, pure drinking water ns ever 
quenched tho thirst, tiiat springs eternal 
under the hot skies of the Mexican sea- 
Coast. In the east wall of tho quadrangle 
is an opening, through which o bij^ wood- 
en flume, leads from the water casks as 
they emerge from the well down to n series 
of wooden reservoirs that stand up on stilts 
about ton feet from the ground. 


In these reservoirs or sluice boxes the 


water is stored. 
Karly every morning 


these sluice boxes are filled. 
The inhabit- 


ants of Guoyjims come out and take their 
day's water supply therefrom, and by night 
the sluice boxes are emptied. Not every 
inhabitant of Guaymas makes a diurnal 
pilgrimage- to this primitive waterworks,

ASKING FOE FUNDS. 


Massachusetts Asks For $400,000 to 


Bestore the Old Constitution. 


The raising of a land for the rehabili 


tation of the famous old United States 
frigate Constitution is the work which 
has been undertaken by the Massaohu 
setts State Society, Daughters ot the 
war of 1812. la a four page circular 
letter to tho mayors of the cities 
throughout tha state, the plan is set' 
forth by the president of the society, 
Mrs. Nelson T. Titus of Boston, as fol 
lows: 


Having received the necessary per 


mission from congress to raise the fund 
for the rebuilding of the ship, this soc 
iety desires to ask the cordial coopera 
tion of every state in the union to unite 
ia raising the'money needed to rebuild 
this historic man of war. According to 
rhe estimate submitted to the society by 
the bureau of construction and repair 
at Washington the amount needed will 
bo $400,000. While this at first seems 
a laige sum, it is not so much when 
divided among 
the 
different states 


n the 
union. 
The 
preservation of 


this famous vessel is a matter of 
national interest, and the purpose of 
this letter is to ask your honor to pre- 
sent this matter at once to the proper 
authorities in your city, and if you 
should think it desirable, to suggest to 
your leading newspapers that a popular 
snbsciiption fund should be started. 
The society wonldbe glad to be advised 
if n'e may look for your cc-oppration in 
this patriotic work. This matter haa 
been already presented to the governor 
of your state, asking him to present it 
to the state board of education. 


It bos been suggested that Oct. 21 


next may be made "Constitution Day" 
in every public school throughout the 
land, when every child may contribute 
something [for tho rebuilding of the 
ship. Messrs. Kidder, Poabody & Co., 
tankers, Boston, have consented to act 
as treasurers of tho iund. I feel sure 
we may count on this aid of the people 
ofyour city in this great and patiiotic 
work to .preteive and hand down to 
posterity this famous old ship, whose 
guns in tho war of 1812, in the space oi 
fifteen minutes' time, raised the United 
States from a second class to a first 
class power and established tho inde- 
pendence of the United States forever. 


MUCH INTERESTED TO HAVE
